SEC. 7. That so much of this Act as effects the boundaries
of said County, shall be submitted to the citizens of the
counties affected thereby, at the nest general election, for
their approval or rejection ; and if a majority voting thereon
shall confirm this Act, the boundaries.shall be as herein
defined.

SEC. 8, That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with
this act, be, and the same are hereby repealed.

SEC. 9. This act shall take effect from and after its pass-
age.
